Michael, this sort of thing isn't approachable from theory other than to 
expect that the attic environment will introduce some loss. Even moving the 
antenna outdoors would not be a valid comparison because its tuning will 
change, etc. 


For what its worth, I have four full-size dipoles in my attic on 80,40,30 
and 20 meters all fed in parallel with RGOQ213. They work "fine" but not as 
well - usually - as the outside wires. 


If that is all you can manage, use them and have fun. 


But now even a SWAG is worth anything in estimating the difference between 
"in the attic" and "outside" other than "outside" is better! By how much? 
Who knows .

I have used both in the past and I am using indoor at the present time. How 
much attenuation for the indoor. Is the roof wet or dry, is there a foot of 
snow on it? Do you have alum. siding or RF friendly type? Are there metal 
heating and AC ducts in the attic? How much elec., tele., and cable TV is 
running in the attic? All these will affect the ant. to a point. 


Outdoors you have the problem of near metal objects, large stands of 
evergreen trees which hold large amounts of water, and the problem of how 
the XYL thinks that thing looks. 


Indoor vs outdoor, each has its own unique problems. I have used both in the 
past, and I am using an indoor at the present time. My attic holds one 44' 
dipole, 3000hm feed, one 6m half square, one 2m verticle, and 75 to 85 feet 
of random wire. Attenuated over an outdoor ant., yes, but to a point that I 
do not notice it. Well over 150 countries worked on 15m and 20m phone at the 
5 to 10 watt level over the last 18 months. Have I noticed a large 
difference between the outdoor I had to the indoor I have now? No. 


Indoor, outdoor, you use what you can. If I had a choice of which one, I 
would go with the outdoor. I do not have a choice here, so we run indoor and 
have a ball doing it. Indoor beats no ant. hands down.

Michael, 


There is no way to quantify the losses an attic or indoor antenna will 
experience over an outdoor mounted antenna of the same type. There are 
just too many factors to consider, such as the siding/roofing type, the 
presence of large metallic object in the antenna's near field, and lots 
more. 


However, all is not lost. If an attic mounted antenna is all you can 
do, put up the best you can. I used attic mounted antennas, or indoor 
ones, extensively from 1976 through 1985. 


I started in a California stucco box type apartment. I had been off 
the air for several years because of job and apartment living. I wanted 


to get back on the air very badly. I still maintained a receiver and 
listened regularly. Two meter FM did not do it for me. 


I settled on building a helically wound dipole. Not knowing much 
better, I choose 40 meters for the project. It was large, it almost 
cost me my girlfriend, it graced my living room, and it worked. It was 
better on 15 than 40, but I made many memorable contacts on both bands. 
At least I was back on the air! 


Fast forward 5 years or so to when I was living in Holland and operating 
as PA3AIC. Here I lived in a typical Dutch (modern) row house. I had a 
couple of outdoor antennas but I wanted to try two meter CW DX. I 
bought a 4 element beam and hung it in my attic. I pointed it toward 
England. 


I was able to make a lot of happy QSOs using the antenna. Pointing it 
East produced similar results to Germany and points West. The largest 
problem I had pointing East was the furnace/water heater that produced a 
hole in the pattern looking SouthEast. I later replaced this antenna 
with a 17 element beam mounted outside. Comparisons would not be valid. 


While there I also dabbled with a 20 meter helically wound dipole. My 
local radio store received a shipment of short CB whips. CB was just 
starting to gain popularity over there and HyGain wanted to sell 
products! I volunteered to take a couple of these and turn them into 
something of use to hams. 


The whips were one meter in length. I added a one meter center section 
custom wound, and produced a working 20 meter dipole. I worked all 
continents in a two week period on 20 with the antenna mounted in my 
attic. After I came back to California the antenna graced my bedroom. 
Again, I used it. I was again on the air from a stucco box. Not the 
loudest signal on the band, but a signal nonetheless! 


Attic antennas can work. You have to watch the details of your 
installation. Mount them as far in the clear as you can. Use low loss 
feed line, and watch for feed line losses due to the presence of other 
objects. This generally means use coax or be very careful with open 
wire. Use a good antenna tuner.

And I have wrestled with this many 
times in the past and have looked at it from a little different view in 
finding an answer. 


Assessing physical constraints with RG-8 (RG-213) being the common 
rational priced, best performance, coax that we amateurs use. And 150 


feet is probably the longest that we would want to use. From that 
perspective, we are comfortable with one dB loss at 14 MHz. And more 
loss at higher frequencies. 


With one dB loss, five watts of QRP power becomes four watts at the 
antenna. 


25 feet of RG-174 will have about the same loss as 150 feet of RG-8

Seems he moved the if to 5185 to avoid QRM from a broadcast station which 
was operating on 5070. 


Once, by mistake, I plugged a PIC, which was programmed for a 5068 if 
DSW-20, into a DSW-20 which was xtal'd for the later 5185 KHz if. 

To my surprise, when I powered-up the rig, I heard nothing but SSB signals! 
Doing the simple math revealed that I was listening on 14177 KHz instead of 
the usual 14060. 

By tuning the DSW to '13943', I heard the QRP gang on 14060 just fine...but, 
I didn't dare transmit. 

Guess I *xcould* have tuned only the receiver to '13943', but that might've 
been too confusing... :0) 


Imagine...nothing but SSB signals...ugh!

Much to the contrary, I regularly use 20 feet of wire laying on the 
floor for my Collins 75S3c receiver. While this works very well for 
receiving, I would never try to transmit using it. It just would not 
work.
